Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1972. 

Since  this  is  the  last  annual  report  of  this  district’s  last  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  I  thought  it  might  be  of  interest  to  include  parts 
of  the  first  annual  report  of  the  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  It 
was  presented  in  1892.  During  these  80  years  5  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  have  served  in  the  district,  the  first  one,  Dr.  Cook  for  the 
space  of  30  years  and  the  third  Dr.  Alderton  for  33  years. 

May  I  respectfully  commend  to  you  as  most  interesting  reading  those 
early  accounts  of  the  state  of  the  Rural  District  now  lodged  in  your 
archives. 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  Council's  staff  for  their  assistance  during  my 
relatively  short  term  of  seven  years  office. 

I  am  sensible  of  the  honour  of  having  been, 


Yours  Obedient  Servant 
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The  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  Lexden  and  Winstree  Union  including 
the  parishes  of  West  Mersea  and  Wivenhoe.  There  were  36  Parishes  with  a 
population  of  21,366  (1891  Census)  and  an  acreage  of  71»l86.  The  rateable 
value  was  £99i97 2  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  acre  was  0.30. 

The  members  of  the  Council  were  entirely  male  (the  first  woman  was  elected 
in  1919)  and  the  newly  appointed  Dr.  Jno.  W.  Cook  wrote  his  report  after 
one  full  year  in  Office  in  1892.  He  served  for  30  years.  His  reports 
throw  perseptive  light  on  a  small  piece  of  rural  social  history.  I  quote 
extracts  from  that  first  report  of  1892. 

"Water.  There  is  no  public  water  supply,  mainly  shallow  polluted  wells 
but  several  deep  wells  have  been  sunk  at  Peldon,  Copt  Hall  Marsh,  Tiptree 
Heath,  Rowhedge  Brewery  and  West  Bergholt  Brewery.  An  attempt  is  now 
being  made  to  get  the  Colchester  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  to  extend  their 
water  mains  so  as  to  supply  some  30  houses  recently  erected  in  the  Parish 
of  Stanway  near  the  Union  Workhouse  and  I  trust  this  will  soon  be 
arranged. " 

"Sewers .  Public  sewers  in  this  district  are  still  few  and  far  between. 

In  the  villages,  where  any  exist  they  are  rather  of  the  style  of  the 
old  brick  or  red  pipe  drain  and  these  generally  discharge  in  an 
objectionable  way.  At  West  Bergholt  you  have  recently  had  a  piece  of 
sewer  laid  down,  but  on  account  of  the  obstinacy  of  the  contractor  this 
is  still  in  an  unfinished  state. 

Sewerage  works  of  considerable  extent  must  soon  press  themselves  for  your 
consideration  in  more  localities  than  one." 

"Privies.  Many  privies  and  ashpits  have  been  reconstructed  in  the  past 
2  years.  Especially  in  Wivenhoe  and  Rowhedge,  privies  of  very  large 
dimensions  have  been  discovered  and  these  are  being  reduced  in  size, 
while  many  are  being  converted  into  pail  closets.  For  some  years,  since 
farmers  seemed  to  care  less  for  manure  for  their  land  the  inhabitants 
and  especially  those  residing  in  villages  have  had  difficulties  in  getting 
their  receptacles  emptied.  For  the  3  larger  villages  of  Dedham,  Wivenhoe 
and  Rowhedge,  you  have,  on  my  recommendation,  contracted  with  scavengers 
for  this  purpose.” 

"Houses  of  the  Working  Classes.  These  arein  many  instances  old  and  of 
poor  accommodation  but  although  some  instances  of  overcrowding  have  been 
discovered  this  does  not  exist  to  any  great  extent." 

"Slaughterhouses .  These  are  periodically  looked  to  by  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  and  myself  and  we  generally  find  them  in  good  order  but  some 
are  now  in  a  somewhat  insanitary  condition.  These  will  be  brought before 
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you  on  an  early  occasion.” 


"Sanitary  Staff.  Your  sanitary  staff  consists  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
and  nyself.  During  the  last  few  months  of  the  year  on  account  of  the  large 
presence  of  infectious  disease  we  found  our  time  more  than  fully  occupied." 

"Infectious  Disease.  A  total  of  209  cases  were  reported  under  the  Notification 
of  Infectious  Disease  Act  189O.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the  Borough  of  Colchester: 
its  northern  boundary  is  the  River  Stour  v/hich  separates  it  from  Suffolk.  South¬ 
east  of  Colchester  its  eastern  boundary  is  the  River  Colne  and  the  Blackwater 
Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  still  mainly  rural,  development  is  taking  place  rapidly 
in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester  and  these  serve  increasingly  as 
dormitory  areas  for  persons  employed  in  the  Town  and  in  London. 

The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  employment  outside  the  district 
mainly  in  Colchester  and  to  an  increasing  extent  in  London. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  population  increased  from  3 2,270  in  1971  to  33 i 570  in  1972  that  is  an 
increase  of  1,300. 

The  annual  increase  over  the  past  10  years  has  on  an  average  been  only  about 
600. 

The  birth  rate  declined  appreciably  and  now  stands  at  15*6  the  lowest  since 
1957  when  it  was  13»7* 

Unfortunately  there  were  12  infant  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  against  4  the 
previous  year  which  is  reflected  in  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22  (England 
and  Wales  =  17)*  However  it  must  be  admitted  that  since  the  actual  numbers 
are  so  small  the  difference  is  almost  certainly  not  significant. 

The  Death  Rate  remains  as  always  rather  below  the  National  Average  i.e.  9»9 
against  12.1  (England  and  Wales).

1972. 


HOUSING 


The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  within  the  district  decreased 
slightly  during  the  year  to  452 

The  number  of  Council  owned  dwellings  built  during  the  year  was  58. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  is 
once  again  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  and  in  particular  with 
inspecting  houses  as  and  when  they  became  vacant  as  this  is  undoubtly  the  most 
advantageous  time  to  require  improvement  and  repair. 

Ten  Qualification  Certificates,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1969 1  were 
issued  during  the  year. 
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HOUSING  STATISTICS  FOR  1972

The  Colchester  and  District  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  water  throughout ■ the  District  except  in  the  parish  of  Dedham 
which  is  supplied  by  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company  Limited.  The 
sampling  of  untreated  water  from  the  various  sources  of  supply  is  carried 
out  by  the  Water  Board  who  have  supplied  copies  of  a  typical  analysis  for 
inclusion  in  this  report.  Bacteriological  samples  of  the  treated  mains 
water  Eire  submitted  for  examination  by  this  Department  from  time  to  time. 

All  the  samples  of  mains  water  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Mains  water  is  available  in  all  parishes  in  the  District  and  97%  of  the 
population  are  supplied  with  mains  water.

The  response  from  property  owners  in  connecting  their  properties  to  the  sewer 
when  it  becomes  available  continues  to  be  quite  good,  and  a  number  of  long 
standing  drainage  nuisances  have  been  abated  by  provision  of  drainage  to  the 
sewer. 

An  increasing  volume  of  work  arises  in  the  department  in  advising  on  and 
approving  and  testing  alterations  to  existing  drainage  systems,  and  this 
has  to  be  given  priority  over  other  work.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

'  There  ere 'two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  at  Dedham  and 
the  other  at  Boxted,  which  serve  the  requirements  of  the  respective  owners. 
Both  comply  with  the  slaughterhouse  construction  regulations. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  by  a  qualified 
Inspector  for  the  past  twenty  years.  The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963, 
which  come  into  operation  on  1st  October  1963?  require  that  all  meat  at 
slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected  before  it  is  removed  from  the  slaughter¬ 
house.  These  regulations  also  prescribe  the  method  of  inspection  to  be 
carried  out  and  require  that  all  meat  inspected  and  passed  fit  for  human 
consumption  must  be  marked. 

These  requirements  have  been  fully  carried  out  despite  the  fact  that  a 
number  of  animals  are  regularly  slaughtered  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening 
each  week. 

Any  unsound  or  diseased  meat  is  .removed  from  the  premises 
under  supervision  for  disposal  at  the  local  fat*  extraction  plant.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


In  conduction  with  the  Essex  County  Council  a  smoke/sulphur  dioxide  measuring 
instrument  is  operating  at  Little  Horkesley  reservoir.  This  forriis  a  part  of 
the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  in  Great  Britain  organised  by  the  Air 
Pollution  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 

The  instrument  draws  in  a  measured  quantity  of  air  from  which  information 
regarding  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmoshphere  is  deduced. 

This  information  is  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  1967 

This  Act  places  a  responsibility  on  the  Authority  to  arrange  for  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles,  subject  to  the  procedures  detailed  in  the 
Act  being  followed.  The  cost  of  removal  of  a  vehicle  is  recoverable  from  the 
owner,  if  known,,  and  in  every  case  attempts  are  made  to  trace  the  owner  before 
any  other  action  is  taken. 

During  1972  nine  vehicles  were  removed  for  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Thirteen  men  (including  the  foreman)  are  employed  on  this  service.  Four  vehicles 
are  in  full  time  use  and  one  vehicle  in  use  for  two  days  each  week. 

A  reorganisation  of  the  service  and  the  introduction  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme, 
following  a  Work  Study  survey,  was  implemented  in  February.  Certain  modifications 
had  to  be  made  to  the  original  scheme  and  these  were  implemented  in  April. 

A  new  large  capacity  continuous  loading  refuse  vehicle  was  put  into  operation 
in  February  and  in  October  an  ex-demonstration  vehicle,  again  large  capacity 
continuous  loading  was  purchased. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  full  time  rodent  operator  who  undertakes  treatment  of 
dwelling  houses  upon  request  or  when  found  to  be  infested  with  rata  or  mice 
following  routine  inspection. 

Business  premises  are  treated  but  a  charge  is  made  for  labour  and  materials. 

The  Council  also  undertakes  the  treatment  of  agricultural  premises  on  a  yearly 
contract  basis.
